ibraries have long been fonts of 
knowledge, places to get answers 
‘and indulge in an orgy of curiosity. 
in days past libraries could only be found 
in private homes, universities or 
monastaries, their resources available 
only to the privileged few. 

With the advent of free public libraries, 
that changed drastically. Now the wisdom 
of the ages is available to anyone with the 
interest to come to the library and check 
it out. Libraries have attempted to offer 
what the people using them have desired. 

Upland Library, said director Linda 
Yao, tries hard to keep up with the needs 
and desires of the community it serves. 
“We try to serve everyone and when we 
become aware of a need that we may be a 
little weak in serving, we try to fill in the 
gap,” she said. 


With budget cuts and the rising cost 
of materials, that isn’t always easy. 
“Books are expensive and we recognize 
our commitment to keep a comprehensive 
body of knowledge — the history of what 
is going on in all areas —and make sure 
it’s always up to date,” she said. 


Like any other budget-minded group, 
the library sets aside money for the 
required things but also targets funds for 
special needs. 


“Some people say we censor what 
goes into the library but we are not the 
only ones who select materials for the 
library. People who use the library often 
dictate that we need more on a particular 
subject. We just get the pulse of the 
community and then make the final 
decision,” she said. 


But despite their efforts, Yao 
conceded, in some areas they never fill 
the need. ‘‘On subjects like 
parapsychology and witchcraft, we never

keep up with the demand. A few years ago 
there must have been a baby-boom in 
Upland because even though we had more 
than 30 books on pregnancy, whenever we 
took a patron over to show them what we’ 
had, there was never even one there.” 


But, Yao said, the library is not justa 
place to borrow books (there are 90,000 
volumes to choose from). “We see a 
public library as a reference center for the 
community. We help people make the 
small daily decisions (like what insurance 
company best serves their needs, how to 
make a souffle or where scholarships are 
being offered), we provide a vast selection 
of cultural material and, of course, have a 
very comprehensive reference 
department.” 


Yao said they are proud of their 
reference department. “A lot of young 
adults use the library as a place for 
research and we feel we are offering a 
wide selection of the material they need,” 
she said. 


“in a small community like Upland, we 
have a commitment to serve everyone, not 
just children or students,” she said. For 
that reason, they are continually 
expanding their offerings. The library also 
offers programs, displays, and a loan 
program for prints, sculpture, records and 
cassettes. 


Yao said they have also developed a 








Community Resource Directory that she 
describes as “rather unique” fora library 
the size of Upland. “We are very proud of 
the directory,” she said, “‘it offers a 
comprehensive and easy to read listing of 
all the resources availiable in Upland.” The 
directory was compiled and gathered by 
the reference staff and volunteers. It is 
updated each year. ~ 

Marie Rooth, children’s librarian, said 
she feels the continuing programs 
provided in her section serve to stimulate 
interest in the library and awaken an 
interest in learning. 

Reading Day at the Library was held at 
the beginning of the month. It was 
sponsored by the International Reading 
Association, Foothill Council; the San 
Bernardino County Superintendent of 
Schools, the Upiand Library and the 
Friends of the Library. 

Children (and their parents) gathered 
in the quad area in the front of the library 
for activities that included making 
buttons, book bindings and bookmarks, 
and choral reading. 

Enveloped by a country fair 
atmosphere, participants were able to 
view performances of the Reide 
Marionettes, apply for a library card, hear 
story readings, watch Courtaney Brooks 
and her puppets and pick out new 
favorites at the book sale. 

“We try to offer something for all 
ages. The Reading Day seemed to be very 


well received, as was the Kite Flying 
contest we had in March,” Rooth said. 

Among the continuing programs are a $ 
pre-school story time at 10:30 on 
Thursday mornings, special movie 
programs during the vacation times, 
presentations for older children (dramatic 
readings), class visits and group tours, 
showings of video disc movies during 
lunch time and standard children’s library 
services. 

Plans are being made for the second 
annual Mad Hatter Tea Party on May 24 
and, Rooth said, the summer reading 
game, A Feast of Beastly Reading, already 
has 50 children pre-registered. 

“The summer reading game always 
has about 500 children involved and we x 
expect even more this summer.” Rooth 
said. 

It is open to children of any age and 
offers reading guidance structured around 
fun, programs, movies, arts and crafts. 

“The children don’t even realize they are 
being guided, they are having such a good 
time,” she said. 


Right now, Rooth said, they are 
looking for volunteers, sixth grade and up, 
to help with a June 27 to Aug. 19 program. 
Anyone interested in volunteering may 7 
contact Rooth at the library. 
“We just want to get people 
thinking...there’s something going on at 
the library all the time,” she said. U

that checks for diabetes, cholestrol, liver/kidney 
function and 20 other blood chemistries, as well as 
an EKG (electro- cardiogram) with a physicians 
reading. For female attendees there will be a Pap 
test and breast exam available for another $8. 

Organizers call the $8 blood test the biggest 
bargain in town. It will be offered at all locations. 
Analysis will be provided by Central Diagnostic 
Laboratory in Tarzana. 

The Health Fair concept has spread to 95 
participating sites with an estimated65 to 70,000 
people expected to participate. Officials say more 
than 248,000 Southland residents have been 
screened during past Health Expos. 

The event will include health screenings for 
adults while some sites will also screen children 
over the age of three. 

Rising medical costs and economic stress 
accounts for some of the attraction of Health Fair 
Expo. However, its overwhelming success is also 
due tothe more than 15,000 medical and lay 
volunteers representing hundreds of med ical, 
professional and community organizations that 
handle everything connected with the Fair.

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Upland man 
victim of 
crippling MS

First it was his left eye. Then it was his 
legs, his hearing and, most recently, his left 
hand. Little by little, for the last 15 years, Greg 
A’Lurede has been losing control of his body 
to multiple sclerosis. 

Multiple sclerosis. MS. It attacks the 
central nervous system, destroying the 
insulation around nerve endings and blocking 
electrical impulses from traveling from the 
brain and spinal cord to other parts of the 
body. . 

It is a disease of the central nervous 
system, one with no cure and no definitive 
cause, although there is some speculation 
that it may be viral-related. Perhaps the most 
frustrating aspect of the disease, according to 
A’Lurede, is the lack of definitive symptoms: 
MS affects each of its victims differently. 

“There’s no way of knowing what it will do 
to you, so they can’t tell you what to expect,” 
he says. 

The Upland man is far from being alone. 
According to Audrey Goidman, director of 
social services at the Multiple Sclerosis 
Society in Glendale, there are roughly 500,000 
persons in the United States suffering from 
neurological disorders (including strokes). 
About half that many are victims of multiple 
sclerosis. 

“It is not hereditary, it is not terminal and it 
is not contagious,’ Goldman says. “What 
actually happens is the insulation around the 
nerve breaks down and that’s what causes the 
interruptions.” 

She says that MS is sometimes referred to 
as a ‘disease of young adults.” The earliest 
onset is at about the age of 15, but the most 
common years are between 20 and 40. 

A’Lurede, 37, has had multiple sclerosis 
for 15 years - since he was 22 - “but | walked 
for 10 of it.” A former “heavy duty” truck 
mechanic, he has adopted a pragmatic 
approach to coping with the disease, which 
has left him confined to a wheelchair for about 
the last five years. 

Its affects, progressing gradually in the 
form of remissions which have served to rob 
him of a little more control of his body each 
time, have taken their toll physically. But while 
A’Lurede admits to occasional periods of 
depression, his outlook remains positive. 

“In 1968, one morning | woke up and | 
started talking funny,” A’Lurede says.

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non-disabled person would,” Kris A’Lurede 
says. 

‘| probably need the association with the 
team, so | try to make myself as useful as 
possible,” A’Lurede says. He admits, however, 
that the disease has made it increasingly 
difficult for him to accompany the team when 
it travels to away games. 

“It’s gotten to the point where | don’t 
function very well in motel rooms, like getting 
in and out of restrooms,” he says. 

In the past, when A’Lurede wanted to take 
a shower, he would set his chair outside the 
restroom, prop himself up and hobble into the 
shower. He was usually able to make it back 
to his chair afterwards. Now, however, his 
body is especially susceptible to heat, and 
showers usually leave him too weak to make it 
back to his chair. 

The disease has also taken its toll on the 
amount of tasks he can perform around the 
house. ‘“They’re extremely limited, much to my 
wife’s dismay,” A’Lurede says. ‘I take the 
trash out.” 

Kris, on the other hand, is gradually 
becoming adept at handling the chores 
previously covered by her husband. “He’s a 
good teacher,” she says. “I’m getting real 
talented at yardwork and electrical things.” 

But, she says, ‘‘It really gets frustrating at 
times.” 

‘4 can’t do all the things around the house 
that | used to,” A’Lurede says. ‘And Kris 
hasn’t quite mastered plumbing yet, but she’s 
learning.” 

The problems, and the frustration,

transcend into other areas as well. The MS 
often makes his hand tremble, and several 
checks that he has written have been returned 
by his bank due to an “irregular” signature. 

“It’s not just the things that able-bodied 
people can do that | can’t. It’s the things that 
the guys on the basketball team can do that | 
can’t,” A’Lurede says. 

“Dave Kiley will come to an eight-inch curb 
and he’ll just jump right over it (with his 
wheelchair). | can’t do that, and it frustrates 
me.” 

“It bothers him when he can’t do the 
things that he used to be able to do,” Kris 
says. ‘‘And we were told that we wouldn’t be 
able to have children, so we were really 
excited when we had Kevin.”’ 

Kevin, 4, is the couple’s only child. His 
parents say that, despite his youth, the boy 
seems perceptive to his father’s situation and 
to the needs of other disabled persons. 

“| have been in a wheelchair all of his life,” 
A’Lurede says. “He calls it ‘multiple grosis.’ 
ll accept that. It is pretty gross.” 

Kevin has also been the source of 
humorous situations around the A’Lurede 
home. He learned very quickly how to get 
away with doing something he wasn’t 
supposed to and not worry about getting 
caught at it. 

“Greg would say ‘Don’t do that,’ and if he 
was sitting on the couch, Kevin would come in 
and move the chair just far enough away so 
that his dad couldn’t get to him,” Kris says. 

According to the A’Luredes, few people 
seem to know anything about multiple 
sclerosis. “Sometimes they will ask you if it’s 
like something cise, like muscular dystrophy,” 
Greg says. ‘‘And you can’t really say what it’s 
like because it affects everybody differently.” 

The couple says that children are usually 
the ones who will inquire about Greg’s 
situation. ‘We don’t mind talking about it,”’ 
Kris says. “It’s usually the parents who get 
embarrassed.” 

Says Greg: “If kids want to know, I'll tell 
them. And I'll try to tell them in a way that they 
can understand. 

“Why are you in a wheelchair?”’ 

“Because | can’t walk.”’ 

“Why can’t you walk?” 

“Because my legs won’t work.” 

“There is absolutely nothing wrong with 
my legs,” A’Lurede says. “‘It’s just that my 
brain can’t tell them what to do.” 


A’Lurede views his condition rather matter- 
of-factly, as in “this is my situation so this is 
the way it’s going to be.”’ The fact that the 
deterioration process has been gradual, plus 
the fact that some persons have fought back 
to regain some body functions thought lost to

MS, have kept his outlook practical, if not 
positive. 

“There have been people who have had MS 
and have been in a wheelchair wno have come 
out of it and walked again,” A’Lurede says. 

“It can happen. So you have to take every 
day as an individual. It may be my personality, 
it may be my gradually coming into it, but you 
wake up one morning and find you have to use 
a wheelchair to get around, so you use a 
wheelchair to get around. That’s just the way 
it is. 

“With an accident, all of a sudden part of 
your body doesn’t work any more. But 
because mine’s been gradual, I’ve just kind of 
accepted it, | guess.” 

The A’Luredes have been assisted in their 
attempts to cope with Greg’s condition by 
persons involved with the National Multiple 
Sclerosis Society, which offers special 
programs for families that have a member 
suffering from MS. 

But mostly, A’Lurede says, it is a matter of 
trying to adjust each time the disease leads to 
another change in his body. One recent 
adjustment is that the A’Luredes have had to 
purchase special shoes and clothing to make 
it easier for Greg to dress himself. 

“MS affects so many things,” he says. “It 
affects my vision, it affects my hearing. You 
learn other ways to do things. 

“l’m going to have to learn how to pull my 
pants on sitting down. | can still stand - | don’t 
have a whole lot of balance - but | can still 
stand. 

“But the day may come when | won’t be 
able to stand any more.”

Upland teacher, pupils 
Jaunch hot-air balloon

The launch and guidance personnel conducted 
last-minute checks on the Montgolfier il as the 
small hot-air balloon was made ready for launch. 

In addition, while project director Dan Bathauer 
looked on, another crew began the process of 
creating the heat that would be the balloon’s 
primary source of power. 

And, shortly after 9 a.m. on the morning of April 
14, the Montgolfier Il, much to the delight of its 
dedicated crew, quickly filled with hot air and rose 
into the heavens, remaining airborne for all of 49.43 
seconds. 

Bathauer is a teacher at Sierra Vista School in 
Upland, and the crew members of this and 
subsequent flights are members of his combined 
class of third and fourth graders. It is Bathauer’s 
sixth straight year of directing the project. 

The Montgolfier Il, named after Jacques and 
Joseph Montgolfier, who launched the first hot-air 
balloon in June 1783, was constructed by 
Bathauer’s students and is made almost entirely of 
tissue paper and glue, save for a wire rim at the

opening to provide support and help trap the heat. 
It is six-feet high when fuily inflated. 

The two dozen children in the class are each 
given specific tasks to assist with the project, 
including timers and several youngsters who were 
given the task of responding to questions posed by 
the press. 

Merrilynne Altmyer, the student responsible for 
the historial background on the flights from Sierra 
Vista, hinted that this year’s crew has along way to 
go before challenging the school’s record for 
longest flight time. 

“The time we are trying to beat was three 
minutes and 29 seconds in 1979,” Merrilynne said. 
‘““And we've done six flights with this balloon.” 

The longest flight thus far in the current school 
year has been one minute and 3.91 seconds. 

Joshua Klein described the process of creating 
the heat for powering the balloon, which consisted 
of placing paper inside a metal furnace structure 
and then setting fire to the paper. The balloon itself 
is held above the furnace by members of the flight 
and guidance crews. 

“When the paper burns the air becomes hot and

p Elementary School have 
found a convenient way to cover 
the cost of their school lunches: 


They work one and two week 
stints in the school’s 
cafeteria, and during that 
time they receive their mid- 
day meal for free. 

All are recruited from the 
upper grades at the school, 
which has 400 students in 
grades kindergarten through 
sixth. Student crews, which 
assist the two-person 
cafeteria staff in taking lunch 
tickets, serving food and 
cleaning trays, are rotated 
every two weeks. 

The rotation moves from 
teacher’s room to teacher’s 
room in order to give as many 
students as possible an 
opportunity to work for their 
lunches. The students work 
six minutes out of each of the 
school’s three daily lunch 
periods, and assist during the 
pre-school breakfast period 
as well. 

Res ciinis, manager of the 
cafeteria staff, says the 
students make “a whole 
puncn of difference” in the 
every day functioning of the 
cafeteria. “‘I’d never be able 
to do it without them,” she 
says. 

Principal David Bardin says 
the program is so popular 
that some students request 
to be on the crews again and 
again, but must be turned 
down so that more students 
will be given the opportunity 
to work. 





“It’s an area where kids 
can serve kids, can feel good 
about it and get a small 
reward in return,” he says. 

Sixth grader Tina Romo, 
one of 12 students on the 
present crew, says the work 
is “fun” and provides an 
incentive that many students 
find hard to refuse. 

“We get cheap lunch for 
it,” says Tina, a long-time 
veteran of cafeteria lunch 
duty. 

Cindy Rivera, another sixth 
grader, has been helping in 
the cafeteria for three years 
now. In addition to the 
benefits of helping her 
classmates and getting lunch 
at a discount, Cindy has 
found another plus in 
working on the lunch crew: “‘I 
get to miss my P.E. class * 
she says.

Paul Trautwein is sitting on top 
of the best kept secret around the 
West Valley. 

It’s not as if he’s trying to keep 
people from finding out just how 
good his Upland High School boys 
tennis team really is. But as long 
as they continue to win, he’s quite 
content with their current role as 
the unknown giant. 

With Saturday’s win over 
visiting Webb, the Highlanders 
raised their record to a perfect 12- 
0. In Baseline League action, 
Upland is tied with Damien, each 
team sporting 8-0 marks. 

Trautwein is aware that the 
difference between winning and 
losing can be avery slight matter 
in high school team tennis.

“1 love it here at Cal Poly, I’ve met a lot of nice 
people here,’ said Cox. 

Those who knew Cox when she was at Upland 
High School, probably thought that she was 
participating in the wrong sport in college. 

At Upland, Cox played field hockey (‘‘My first 
love’’) for four years, but was more successful as 
a miler on the track and field team. 

Cox, noted for her strong kick in the waning 
stages of the mile, set a school record in that 
event and went on the finish second in the league 
finals. 

Her final year at Upland was the last time she 
was to run competitively. The following fall, she 
enrolled at Chaffey College and was discovered 
by the women’s tennis coach, 

Cox excelled in doubles competition and 
teamed up with her partner to become the 
league’s third best tandem. In 1981, the pair iost 
just two matches and turned in good 
performances in Ojai and state tournaments. 

“| choose tennis because being a miler you’re 
more or less on your own,” said Cox.“‘l’m more 
oriented to a team situation, that’s why I’m better 
at doubles than singles. | don’t feel as much 
pressure when I’m in a team situation.” 

As a pair, Cox and her boyfriend, Dwayne 
Davis (number one singles player at Mt. San 
Antonio College), have won the La Verne mix 
doubles championship and a few club titles in 
mixed doubles competition. 

“We work together a lot,” said Cox. “We give 
each other mental support and attend each 
other’s matches. We’re looking forward to the

“People have a fear and dislike for 
thinking about disease,” said Brewer, 
31, who studied atone of the west’s 
most respected veterinary medicine 
schools, the University of California, 
Davis. 

Animal cancer therapy is similar to 
the regime developed for people, 
although in reduced dosages, he said. 

No mammal is immune. 

White-faced cats who like to sun 
themselves, much like fair-skinned 
people, develop skin cancer. 

Feline leukemia, an enlargement of 
lymph nodes, is similar to Hodgkin's 
disease. 

Again like humans, the onset can be 
subtle, exhibited in the same seven 
warning signs identified by the 
American Cancer Society. 

The difference, of course, is 
animals can’t communicate. 

Even among his own collegues,

Cancer. The word has deadly 
connotations. 

And when it’s cats and dogs with 
malignancies, pet owners react with 
the same fear and dread as do humans 
afflicted with the disease. 

Veterinarian and cancer specialist 
Bill Brewer of Upland’s Central 
Veterinary hospital tries to alleviate 
their-paranoia. 

He is one of only four vets 
specializing in oncology — the study 
of tumors — in Southern California. 

Like most diseases, if detected 
early enough some malignancies that 
plague animals are easily treated and 
cured, he says. And animals are 
Ne d unaffected by the psychological 
ate ue ‘ burden that humans carry. 

Curing the pet is less difficult 
sometimes than convincing the owner 
to overcome their fear and loosen 
purse-strings to treat the malignancy,

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Crime Stoppers 
group organizes 
in Upland area

Crime enforcers other 
than the men and women 
in blue will soon have a 
hand in solving crime in 
Upland. 

The new recruits are 
nameless observers 
given anumber and a 
monetary incentive in 
tipping police to 
information through a 
Crime Stoppers hotline 
that will begin ringing 
sometime in mid May. 

An 11-member force of 
community leaders is 
helping launch Upland’s 
own Crime Stoppers 
network, modeled after a 
successful program 
begun in Albuquerque, 
N.M., and now in 350 
other cities nationwide. 

“It’s like Neighborhood 
Watch,” Carlos Mata, 
president of the Upland 
Crime Stoppers Program, 
said this week. “‘In 
today’s economy, the 
police need more help 
than they can get.” 

Crime Stoppers’ 
directors are the support 
group that will pay 
rewards to anonymous 

tipsters, whose 
information lead police 
to solving acrime, Mata 
said. Crimes of the week 
are to be publicized by 
the media. 

Fund raising efforts, 
calling on civic groups 
and local businesses, 
will be launched by 
month’s end after 
obtaining non-profit 
status, he said. 
Incorporation papers 
have already been filed. 

Crime Stoppers work in 
the dark. 

No names are 
exchanged, only a 
number is assigned. The 
caller is urged to call 
again after investigators 

check out the lead and 
identify themselves 
again only by number. If 
the information leads to 
an arrest and a complaint 
is issued by the district 
attorney, arrangements 
are made to turn over a 
cash reward. 

Ontario Agent George 
Stipes, who administers 
Ontario’s two-year-old 
Crime Stoppers program, 
said informants are 
typically paid rewards 
within two months. 

Quick pay offs are 
important in building 
credibility with tipsters, 
often revengeful crooks 
themselves, Stipes said. 

Ontario Crime Stoppers 
hotline rings at the 
police station about 12 
times a month, he said, 
totaling 251 calls in the 
22 months the program 
has been in effect. 
Those callers received 
$5,375 in reward money 

and are responsible for 
solving 31 crimes, 
including two homicides, 
the location of three 
fugitives, 10 armed 


and an auto theft, Stipes 
said.

Upland police cleared 
28.7 percent of its 
felonies in 1982, meaning 
that in 859 of the 2,997 
felonies committed 
within city limits, 
suspects were caught or 
the victims refused to 
press charges, according 
to state crime reports 
filed by Upland. 

The national clearance 
rate in 1981 is 19 percent, 
the most recent year in 
which statistics have 
been filed, say the FBI 
Uniform Crime Reports. 

Neighboring Ontario, 
with twice the 
population, more than 
twice the number of 
felonies, and an 
established Crime 
Stoppers program, 
cleared 17.5 percent of 
its felonies in the same 
year. Nearly 6,600 
felonies were committed 
and 791 cleared last year, 
state crime reports said. 

Ontario Capt. Bill Alwin 
described Upland as 
“more of a bedroom 
community, and has 
stable population. We 
don’t have that small
